CONGRESSIONAL 
COMMITTEE 
REPORT OF THEIR WORK. 


General Managers’ Association Is Con­ 
demned and the Methods of the Pull- 
Palace Car Company Not Approved 
Of—President Is Upheld^ In His 
Action. 
Washington, N ov.' 13.—The United 
.S tates governm ent report on the great 
railw ay strike in connection w ith the 
P ullm an trouble was made public yes­ 
terday. 
The report is addressed to 
President Cleveland and abounds in 
passages w hich w ill a ttra c t wide a t­ 
tention, particularly the portion re­ 
ferring to the now famous “ General 
M anagers’ association,” the organiza­ 
tion of high railw ay officials th a t en­ 
compassed the m em orable defeat of 
th e American Railway Union. 
The report says the capitalization of 
th e tw enty-four railroads directly rep­ 
resented in the General M anagers’ as­ 
sociation was $1,108,552,617. The num ­ 
ber of employes w as 221,097. The com­ 
mission continues: 
“ The form ation of this association 
brought the employes sharply face to 
face w ith th e fact th a t in questions as 
to wages, rules, etc , each line was 
supported by tw enty-four combined 
railroads. 
As th e result, during 1893— 
it being then w ell understood as to 
wages, etc., it w as an incident of the 
G eneral M anagers’ association to assist 
each road in case of trouble over such 
m atters, one form of assistance being 
for the 
association to secure m en 
enough through its agencies to take 
th e place of all strikers—reductions 
w ere here and there made on the 
different 
roads, th e tendency and 
effort apparently being to equalize the 
pay on all lines. ” 
Of the association itself the report 
cays: 
“I t is a usurpation of power not 
granted. 
If such an association is 
necessary from a business or economic 
standpoint the rig h t to form and m ain­ 
tain it m ust come from the state th a t 
granted its charter. 
In theory corpor­ 
ations are lim ited to th e powers granted 
eith er directly or by clear inference. 
We do not th in k the pow er has been 
granted in either w ay in this case. 
“ The association is an illustration of 
th e persistent and shrew dly devised 
plan of corporations to overreach their 
lim itations and to usurp indirectly 
pow ers and rig h ts not contem plated in 
th e ir charters and not obtainable from 
th e people or th e ir legislators. 
An ex­ 
tension of this association as above 
suggested and the proposed legislation 
of pooling would result in an aggrega­ 
tion of pow er and capital dangerous to 
th e 
people 
and 
th eir 
liberties, 
as 
w ell 
as 
to 
em ployes 
and 
th e ir rights. 
The 
question 
would 
th en certainly arise 
as to "which 
shall control, th e governm ent or the 
railroads, and the end would inevit­ 
ably be governm ent ownership. Unless 
ready for th a t result and all th a t it 
im plies the governm ent m ust restrain 
corporations w ithin the law and pre­ 
vent them from form ing unlaw ful and 
dangerous com binations. 
At least, so 
long as railroads are thus perm itted to 
combine to fix wages and for th eir 
jo in t protection, it would be rank in­ 
justice to deny th e rig h t of all labor 
upon railroads to unite for sim ilar pur­ 
poses. 
“ I t should be noted th a t until the 
railroads set th e exam ple a general 
union of railroad employes was never 
attem pted. 
The unions had not gone 
beyond enlisting th e men upon differ­ 
e n t system s in separate trade organi­ 
zations. 
These neutralize and check 
each other to some extent, and have no 
such scope or capacity for good or evil 
as is possible under the universal com­ 
bination idea inaugurated by the rail­ 
roads and followed by the American 
Railw ay Union. 
The refusal of the 
General M anagers’ association to rec­ 
ognize and deal w ith such a com bina­ 
tion of labor as the American Railway 
Union seems arrogant and absurd, w hen 
we consider its standing before the 
law , its assum ptions, and its past and 
obviously contem plated future action.” 
T aking up the subject of the P ull­ 
m an Palace Car com pany the report 
first condem ns the system under which 
th e tow n of Pullm an is conducted, and 
com pares it to the “ tru ck ” system 
w hich every state in the Union has a t­ 
tem pted to do aw ay w ith. 
Of the 
causes leading up to the strike it says: 
“ The dem and of the employes for 
th e wages of June, 1893, was clearly 
unjustifiable. 
The business in May, 
1894, could not pay the wages of June, 
1893. 
Reduction was carried to ex­ 
cess, b u t th e company was hardly more 
a t faq lt therein than were the em­ 
ployes in insisting upon the wages of 
June, 1893. 
T here was little discus­ 
sion as to rents, the company m ain­ 
tain in g its rents had nothing to do 
w ith its wages, and th a t its revenue 
from its tenem ents was no greater 
th an it ought to receive. 
Some slight 
concession in this regard w ould proba­ 
bly have averted th e strike, provided 
the promise not to discharge men who 
served upon the^ com m ittee had been 
more strictly regarded.” The action 
of the strikers a t Pullm an in refrain­ 
ing from acts of violence is highly 
commended by the commission. 
As to the 
g reat 
railroad 
strike 
proper th e report says: 
“ I t is apparent the readiness to 
strike sym pathetically was prom oted 
by th e disturbed and apprehensive 
condition of railroad employes, result­ 
ing from wage reductions on different 
lines, l^acklisting, etc., and from the 
recent grow th of th e G eneral Man­ 


agers' association, 
them a m enace.” 
F a rth e r on the report says: 
“ It is seriously questioned and w ith 
much force w hether courts have juris­ 
diction to enjoin citizens from ‘per­ 
suading’ each other in industrial or 
other m atters of common interest. 
However, it 
is generally recognized 
among good citizens th a t a m andate of 
a court is to be obeyed until it is modi­ 
fied and corrected by the court th a t 
issued it.” 
The policy, the report says, of both 
the Pullm an company and the Railway 
M anagers’ association in reference to 
applications to arb itrate closed the 
door to all attem pts a t conciliation and 
settlem ent of differences. 
The com­ 
mission is im pressed w ith the belief, 
by the evidence and by the attendant 
circum stances 
as disclosed, th a t a 
different policy would have prevented 
th e loss of life and great loss of 
property and wages occasioned by the 
strike. 
The report declares the arrival of 
the troops a t Chicago was opportune 
and says th a t th e 
policemen sym­ 
pathized w ith strikers rath er th an w ith 
the corporations can not be doubted, 
nor would it be surprising to find the 
same sentim ent rife am ong the m ili­ 
tary. 
The commission briefly disposes in 
this w ay of the m atter of the use of 
federal troops: 
“ Sec. 4 of Art. IV. of the federal 
constitution reads as follows: 
‘The 
United States shall guarantee to every 
state in this Union a republican form 
of governm ent, and shall protect each 
of them against invasion; and on ap­ 
plication of the legislature or of the 
executive (when the legislature can 
not be convened) against domestic vio­ 
lence.’ 
“ United States troops were not sent 
m to Illinois upon th e application of 
th e legislature, nor of the executive, 
against domestic violence; i. e.,violence 
affecting the state and its governm ent 
as such. 
The President ordered the 
troops to Chicago: 
(I) To protect fed­ 
eral property; (2) to prevent obstruc­ 
tion in the carrying of the mails; (3) to 
prevent interference w ith the in ter­ 
state commerce; (4) to enforce the de­ 
crees and m andates of the federal 
courts. ” 
The report, how ever, adds: 
“ Many im partial observers are reach­ 
ing the view th a t much of the real re­ 
sponsibility for these disorders rests 
w ith the people them selves and w ith 
th e governm ent for not adequately 
controlling monopolies and corpora­ 
tions and for failing reasonably to pro­ 
tect th e rig h ts of labor and redress its 
w rongs. 
None assert th a t laws can 
com pletely rem edy contentions as to 
wages, etc., but m any do insist th a t 
som ething substantial can be accom­ 
plished in this direction if attem pted 
honestly, 
reasonably and in good 
faith. ” 
Of the responsibility of the officers 
of the American Railway Union for 
violence com m itted during the strike 
th e commission says: 
“ There is no evidence before the 
commission th a t the officers of the 
American Railway Union at any tim e 
participated in or advised intim idation, 
violence or destruction of property. 
The attacks upon corporations and 
monopolies by the leaders in their 
speeches are sim ilar to those to be 
found in the m agazines and industrial 


gaged in Interstate commerce should 
be licensed afte r due and proper ex­ 
am ination, but it would recommend, 
and m ost urgently, th a t this subject 
be carefully and fully considered by 
the 
proper com m ittee of congress. 
Many railw ay employes and some rail­ 
way officials exam ined and many others 
who filed their suggestions in w riting 
are in favor of some such system .” 
The second series of recom menda­ 
tions relates to states. 
“ I. The commission would suggest 
the consideration by the states of the 
adoption of some system of concilia­ 
tion and arbitration like th a t, for in­ 
stance, in M assachusetts. 
T h at sys­ 
tem m ight be reinforced by additional 
provisions giving the board of a rb itra ­ 
tion more power to investigate all 
strikes, w hether requested to do so or 
not, and the question m ight be con­ 
sidered as to giving labor organiza­ 
tions a standing before the law as 
heretofore suggested for national trad e 
unions. 
“ 2. Contracts requiring men to agree 
not to join labor organizations or to 
leave them as conditions of employ­ 
m ent should be made illegal, as is al­ 
ready done in some of our states.” 
The third set relates to the relations 
betw een em ployers and workmen: 
“ I. The commission urges em ployers 
to recognize labor organizations; th a t 
such 
organizations 
be 
dealt w ith 
through representatives w ith special 
1 reference to conciliation and a rb itra­ 
tion w hen difficulties are threatened 
or arise. 
It is satisfied th a t em ployers 
should come in closer 
touch w ith 
labor, and should recognize th a t while 
the interests of capital and labor are 
n o t indentical they are reciprocal. 
“ 2. The commission is satisfied th a t 
if em ployers everyw here will endeavor 
to act in concert w ith labor; th a t if, 
w hen w ages can be raised under 
economic conditions they be raised 
voluntarily; and th a t if, when there 
a re reductions, reasons be given for 
th e reduction, much friction can be 
avoided. 
I t is also satisfied th a t if 
em ployers w ill consider employes as 
essential to industrial success as capi­ 
tal, and thus take labor into consulta­ 
tion a t proper time, much of the sever­ 
ity of strikes can be tem pered and 
th e ir num ber reduced.”

12.— Three 
masked robbers attem pted to hold up 
the bank at Sylvan Grove, R an., forty 
miles west of here, a t noon yesterday, 
and one of th eir num ber m et death in 
an unusually tragic m anner. 
Ile was 
shot by the cashier of the bank, John 
Calene, and w hen in a dying condition 
was perforated w ith bullets by his own 
com rades to save them selves from ex­ 
posure. 
The men rode into tow n on fast 
horses. 
They pulled up w ith a jerk 
in front of the bank, and while one 
robber rem ained seated holding the 
bridles of 
the 
other 
tw o 
horses 
and 
guarding 
th e 
entrance 
to 
th e 
bank 
his 
tw o 
companions 
entered. 
A citizen who was tran s­ 
acting business a t the counter quickly 
complied w ith their command to throw 
up his hands. 
The cashier was or­ 
dered to turn over w hat money he had 
and reluctantly complied. 
It was but 
a few m inutes from the tim e the ban ­ 
dits turned th eir horses into the busi­ 
ness street before they were again 
m ounted and aw ay w ith all the ready 
cash the bank had. 
The m om ent the robbers w ere out of 
th e building th e cashier secured his 
gun and rushing to the door opened 
fire on them . 
A bullet from the cash­ 
ier’s weapon lodged in the back of one 
of the fleeing men. 
He staggered in 
his saddle for a moment, but kept 
his 
seat 
and 
galloped 
on. 
He 
was 
too badly wounded, however, 
to continue, and before he had gone a 
quarter of a m ile his body fell heavily 
to the ground. 
His comrades, who up 
to this tim e had kept right ahead, 
pulled th eir horses up, and riding back 
to the prostrate man fired several 
shots into his body and rode away. 
W hen picked up the deserted outlaw 
was 
dead. 
Nobody 
knew 
him 
and 
nothing to identify him was 
on 
his 
person. 
It is 
believed 
the three were a scattered portion of 
the Cook gang w orking their way west 
after having been separated from the 
m ain body and driven from their haunts 
in the Indian Territory. The bank has 
offered a rew ard of $200 each for the 
capture of the robbers, dead or alive.

The commission deems recom menda­ 
tions of specific remedies prem ature. 
Such a problem , for instance, as uni­ 
versal governm ent ow nership of rail­ 
roads, is too vast, m any sided and far 
away, if attem pted, to be considered as 
an 
im m ediate, 
practical 
remedy. 
Should, however, continued com bina­ 
tions and consoldations result in a 
dozen or less ow nerships of our rail­ 
roads w ithin a few years, as is by no 
m eans unlikely, the question of gov­ 
ernm ent ow nership w ill be forced to 
the front and we need to be ready to 
dispose of it intelligently. 
O ther na­ 
tions, under th eir conditions, own and 
operate telegraphs and railroads w ith 
varying results. 
W hether it is practi­ 
cable for this nation to do so success­ 
fully, w hen it becomes necessary to 
save an investm ent or when the people 
determ ine it shall be done, is an open 
and serious question, w hich can not be 
answ ered fully except by actual exper­ 
iment. 
The commission makes three series 
of recom mendations. 
The first is: 
“ I. 
T h at 
there be a perm anent 
U nited States strike commission of 
three m embers w ith duties and powers 
of investigation and recom m endation 
as to disputes betw een railw ays and 
th eir employes, sim ilar to those vested 
in the inter-state commerce commis­ 
sion as to rates, etc. 
“ 2. T hat chapter 267 of United States 
statutes of 1885-"86 be am ended so as 
to require national trade unions to 
provide in th eir articles of incorpora­ 
tion and in th eir constitutions, rules 
and by-law s th a t a m em ber shall cease 
to be such and forfeit all rights and 
privileges conferred on him by law as 
such by participating in or by instigat 
ing force or violence against persons 
or boycotts, or by seeking to prevent 
others from w orking through violence, 
threats, or intim idation; also th a t 
m em bers shall be no more personally 
liable for corporate act$ th an are stock­ 
holders in corporations. 
“ 3. The commission does not fee 
w arranted, w ith the study it has been 
able to give to th e subject, to recom 
m end positively the establishm ent of a 
license system, by w hich all the higher

diseases are present should not be con­ 
sidered a fair test of its virtues.

PASSENGER TRAIN IS HELD UP. 


Two Men Rob the Express Car Way Safe 
of All Its Contents.

The large safe could not be opened. 
The passengers were not disturbed. 
A nother account of the robbery says 
there were six in the gang.

gers to conceal th eir valuables. 
Pas­ 
sengers took refuge under seats, behind 
doors, and some retired to the Pull­ 
m an sleepers to the rear of the train. 
A fter fifteen m inutes of suspense a t 
th e muzzle of a gun the engineer and 
fireman were marched to the cab of 
th e engine and commanded to back the 
train a quarter of a mile from the scene 
of the robbery. 
Messenger Chapman 
succeeded in hiding all the money save 
$200 in currency, which he handed 
over to the robbers.

lished a mission am ong the natives of 
Ponape, a savage race. 
A church was 
built and schools w*ere up put and 
m aintained aud the mission work w aa 
carried on w ith much success for a long 
time. 
Subsequently Spanish mission­ 
aries arrived on th e island and strife 
soon followed. 
T hreats were m ade 
to kill the 
American 
m issionaries 
and th eir fam ilies and for a long 
tim e the la tte r lived in fear of th e ir 
lives. 
The situation became so peril­ 
ous th a t the Rev. E. T. Doane an d h is 
assistants were compelled to flee from 
th eir homes in the darkness of n ig h t 
by m eans of sm all boats. 
The hard­ 
ships endured in the flight proved fatal 
to Mr. Doane nnd Miss Fletcher, one of 
his assistants, became.crazed by reason 
of her terrible experience and h as 
been since then an inm ate of an insane 
asylum. 
A fter the departure of th e 
refugees, the school, church and all 
th e buildings of the mission w ere de­ 
stroyed by fire. 
At first Spain denied 
any responsibility in the m atter, b u t 
was at last forced to adm it it, as 
paym ent of the indem nity shows, 
attem pt has been made to reopen 
American mission.

Electric Current In the Quilt. 
A new invention, called by its invent­ 
or the thermogen, consists of a quilt 
containing a ceil of wire bent in the 
'ashion of a gridiron, inclosed in insn- 
ating and nonconducting material, and 
imbedded in cotton, wool or other soft 
substance with a silk or woolen cover­ 
ing. 
The resistance offered by the coil to 
the flow of an electric current through 
uhe wire produces heat in the same way 
that heat and eventually light are pro­ 
duced in the filament of the glow lamp. 
A uniform temperature of about 150 
degrees F. is thus maintained, but in 
the event of the temperature rising be­ 
yond that point from increase of pres­ 
sure in the electrio mains a fuse in 
stantly melts and automatically shuts 
off the current. The quilt may be read 
ily attached to ordinary incandescent 
lamp terminals.—London Lancet

in five m inutes in serving God than in 
a ll the years of my prodigality, and I 
came to say so.” 
You have seen, perhaps, a man run­ 
n ing for his physical liberty, and the 
officers of the law after him; and you 
saw him escape or 
afterward you 
heard the judge had pardoned him, 
and how great w as the glee of that 
rescued man; but it is a very tame 
thin g that compared with the running 
for one’s everlasting life—the terrors 
of the law after him, and Christ com­ 
ing in to pardon and bless and rescue 
and save. 
You remember John Bun­ 
yan, in his great story, tells how the 
•Pilgrim put his fingers to his ears and 
ran, crying, “ Life, life, eternal life!” 
A poor car driver, after having had to 
;struggle to support his fam ily for 
years, suddenly w as informed that a 
large inheritance was his, and there 
w as joy am ounting to bewilderm ent; 
but that is a sm all thing compared 
w ith the experience of one when he 
has put in his hands the title deed to 
the joys, the raptures, the splendors of 
heaven, and he can truly say, 
“ Its 
mansions are mine, its tem ples are 
mine, its songs are mine, its God is 
m ine!” 
Oh, it is no tam e thing to oecome a 
Christian. 
It is a m errym aking. 
It is 
the k illin g of the fatted calf. 
It is 
jubilee. 
You know the Bible never 
com pares it to a funeral, but alw ays 
compares it to som ething bright. 
It is 
more apt to be compared to a banquet 
than anything else. 
It is compared in 
the Bible to the w ater—bright, flash­ 
ing water; to the m orning—roseate, 
fireworked, 
m ountain 
transfigured 
m orning. 
I w ish I could to-day take 
a ll the Bible expressions about pardon 
and peace, and life and comfort., and 
hope and heaven, and tw ist them into 
•one garland, and put it on the brow of 
the hum blest child of God in all this 
land and cry: 
“ Wear it, wear it now 
wear it forever, son of God, daughter 
o f the Lord God Alm ighty. 
Oh, the 
joy of the new convert! 
Oh, the srlad- 
.ness of the Christian service! 
You have seen som etim es a man in a 
religiou s assem bly get up and give his 
experience. 
W ell, Paul gave his ex­ 
perience. 
He rose in the presence ol 
tw o churches—the church on earth 
a n d the church in heaven—and he said 
“ Now, this is my experience: ‘sorrow 
Ifni, y et alw ays rejoicing; poor, ye 
m aking m any rich; having nothing 
tyet possessing all th in g s.’ ”
